NOTE:  The “Title 11 Administrative Fee” is due when a case is filed under any

chapter of the Bankruptcy Code and when a debtor files a motion to divide a joint

case. This administrative fee is added to each of these filing fees.  Accordingly, the

fee to file a case under each of the chapters and the fee to divide a joint case will

increase to reflect the Title 11 Administrative Fee increase.
